A top government official sent from 
Bonn arrived late Friday to help in 
negotiations but had no direct contact 
with the terrorists. Dubai authorities 
have refused demands

As the twin-jet Lufthansa Boeing 737 


sat in the searing desert sun for a 
second day, the terrorists allowed 
airport workers to deliver insulin for a 
diabetic passenger and medicine for 
two other hostages, reportedly in­ 
cluding an American woman.

industrialist, and negotiators said one 
hijacker told them he was a member of 
the Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine. Haddad is chief of foreign 
operations for the PFLP, a radical 
guerrilla group headed by another 
physician, Dr. George Habash. 
Israeli intelligence officers firmly 
believe a “Haddad connection” is at 
the heart of a worldwide terrorist 
network and cite several actions as 
evidence, including the involvement of 
both Arabs and Germans in the 1976 
Entebbe hijacking. 
Radical Palestinian spokesmen here 
refused to comment on Ute latest 
hijacking, but the operation much 
resembles past guerrilla actions that 
authorities said were masterminded 
by Haddad. 
“The Baader-Meinhof planners have 
seldom displayed such skill, precision 
and careful coordination,’’ said one 
informed observer here.

Haddad, in his early 50s, reportedly 
has built up a string of highly trained 
PFLP terror cells in major West 
European capitals and has supervised 
the training of German, Japanese and 
Turkish operatives at PFLP bases in 
the Middle East. 
After an Arab-German band led by 
Venezuelan terrorist mastermind 
“Carlos" kidnaped the oil ministers of 
several nations from a Vienna meeting 
in 1975, Haddad’s help was enlisted by 
Ubya and Algeria to win their 
freedom, informed sources have 
reported. Carlos is said to have been 
trained by the PFLP. 
Haddad also was rumored to have 
been in Algiers recently when 
Japanese Red Army terrorists ordered 
a Japanese airliner to the Algerian 
capital with a $6 million ransom. Some 
sources claim he collected the ransom 
for the financially pressed PFLP. 
The first hint of a Haddad-German 
link came in 1972, when Arab terrorists 
hijacked a West German airliner over 
India and almost simultaneously the 
Bonn government received a letter 
demanding a $5 million ransom. 
The West Germans later traced the 
hijack to Haddad, and the precision 
with which the German end of the 
operation was conducted strongly 
suggested that he had collaborators in 
Bonn and Munich. 


There were reported to be 31 women 
and seven children aboard. 
Schmidt and top West German 
leaders met in a crisis meeting in Bonn 
to hear a situation report from Dubai. 
One of the hijackers — two men and 
two women said to be armed with 
pistols and grenades — identified 
himself as a member of the radical 
Popular Front for the liberation of 
Palestine (PFLP). 
They have threatened to blow up the 
plane with the hostages if demands for 
the release of 13 “comrades” in West 
German and Turkish jails and a $15- 
million ransom are not met by 8 arn.

They said they are linked with the 
West German terrorist group known as 
the Red Army Faction, which claimed 
responsibility for kidnaping in­ 
dustrialist Harms Martin Schleyer last 
month. The plane was seized to back 
the German terrorists’ demands, the 
hijackers said. 
An ultimatum they issued Friday 
demanded that 
West 
Germany 
arrange the release of ll jailed Ger­ 
man terrorists and two Palestinians 
held in Turkey. It said they must be 
flown to Vietnam, Somalia or South 
Yemen and each must be given $43,860 
in German marks. 
Both the German and Turkish 
governments said they were studying 
the demands. 
The plane carrying the antiterrorist 
team left Germany Thursday shortly 
after the German jetliner was hijacked 
while on a flight from Majorca to 
Frankfurt. But the commandos missed 
the hijacked plane at Cyprus, second of 
three refueling stops. It arrived here 
late Friday.

Chancellor Helmut Schmidt’s right- 
hand man, was sent here as chief 
German negotiator. Any government 
action on the hijacker’s demands, 
however, would have to be approved 
by an all-party crisis staff in Bonn.

MADRID, Spain (AP) — Bing 
Crosby’s son Harry flew to Madrid 
today to bring home the body of the 
beloved entertainer who once said he’d 
like to be remembered as “just an 
ordinary guy, a pretty good singer.” 
Crosby died Friday after playing a 
round of golf outside Madrid. He was 
73. 
Funeral services will be conducted 
Tuesday. His widow, Kathryn, said he 
will probably be buried beside his 
parents and his first wife at a Los 
Angeles cemetery. 
Crosby, an avid golfer, collapsed 
after playing — and winning — a 
handicap game with three Spanish 
champions at the La Moraleja club. He 
was dead on arrival at Madrid’s Red 
Cross Hospital. 
A few hours after learning of her 
husband’s death a composed but teary- 
eyed Kathryn Crosby told a news 
conference in Hillsborough, Calif., “I 
can’t think of any better way for a 
golfer who sings for a living to finish 
the round.” 
U.S. consular officials said Crosby’s 
body would be taken to the U.S. air 
base at Torrejon outside Madrid today. 
They said an American mortician was 
being flown in to prepare the remains 
for return to the United States.

U.S. Will Be Allowed To 
Defend Panama Canal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Carter 
administration is claiming a generally 
favorable Senate reaction to a new 
effort by President Carter and 
Panama’s Omar Toriijos to defuse 
controversy over the Panama Canal 
treaty. 
Carter and the Panamanian leader 
agreed Friday, largely for the benefit 
of skeptical senators, that the pact 
would allow the United States to 
defend the waterway against any 
threat. 
In an unsigned “statement of un­ 
derstanding,” they also agreed U.S. 
warships would pass through the canal 
ahead of others in any crisis. 
Carter said he thought the statement 
resolved “the major differences of 
interpretation” that have threatened 
Senate ratification of the treaty. 
His negotiator, Ambassador Sol 
Linowitz, told reporters he showed the 
statement to Senate leaders and “the 
reaction was very favorable ...” He 
indicated this assessment applied to 
Senate Democratic leader Robert 
Byrd and the Republican leader, 
Howard Baker, neither of whom has 
said how he’ljrvote on the treaty. 
Byrd was described as “certainly 
pleased." Linowitz reported it would 
be fair to say Baker “regarded this as 
a significant step forward.” The 
senators themselves have not com­ 
mented on how they viewed the 
statement. 


Following the early morning Carter- 
Torrijos meeting Friday, the White 
House 
delayed 
release 
of 
the 
statement for more than six hours 
while Linowitz reviewed it with Byrd, 
Baker and all available members of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee. 
Later, former secretaries of state 
Dean Rusk and Henry Kissinger told 
the Senate committee the treaty 
adequately guarantees U.S. rights. 
Although Linowitz said neither 
Carter nor Torrijos signed the joint 
statement, he noted it becomes part of 
the legislative history of the treaty and 
is on the record “so there can be no 
mistaking what both parties intended 
by the language that was used.” 
Linowitz said he assured members 
of the Foreign Relations Committee 
that the reference in the statement to 
Panam a’s “ territorial integrity” 
would not bar the United States from 
landing troops to protect the canal 
should that be necessary. 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said Linowitz also assured the 
senators that if internal Panamanian 
actions constitute a threat to the canal, 
the United 
States could 
act to 
safeguard the canal. 
While Senate consideration of the 
treaty is expected to extend into 1978, 
Panamanians will adopt or reject the 
agreement in a plebescite Oct. 23.

Before Killing Frosts 
Stay tuned to y our local weather 
station for date of first killing frost. 
You may want to save those best 
tomatoes to ripen in the house. 


Normally , the first frost is a light one 
and tomato and other plants may be 
protected by covering. However, when 
killing frosts come, it is best to harvest 
those tomatoes and dig those plants 
(house or annual) ahead of the frost 
that y ou want to save. 


The best tomatoes ror storage are 
those liarvested from healthy vines. 
Only mature, green tomatoes will 
ripen properly in storage. Such 
tomatoes are greenish white on the 
blossom end or else they are showing a 
blush of pink color. Place mature,

**il (if motor lias oil cups or fittings).

tenance, the specialist say s. Motors 
that haven't been cleaned and serviced 
for more than a y ear may need 
disassembled for a more thorough 
cleaning. 


All motors benefit from cleaning. 
Old grease in bearings may cause 
motor sta rting problems iO cold 
weather. Most motors with grease 
lubricated bearings have a drain plug 
located directly beneath the bearing. 
The motor should be run for a few 
minutes to warm the bearing and 
grease. Then remove the drain plug 
and allow the old grease to drain out.

Tile toxicity of a pesticide is based 
upon the LD50 of the pesticide for­ 
mulation as related to oral, dermal or 
other exposure. LD50 means the lethal 
dose required to kill 50 per cent of the 
test population within 14 days after an 
exposure to the concentration of 
chemical. 
Pesticides are grouped by toxicity 
categories. Oral LD50, group I — up to 
and including 50 mg-kg; group II — 
greater than 500 mg-kg; group III — 
from 500 through 5,000 mg-kg; and 
group IV — greater than 5,000 mg-kg. 
Dermal 11)50, group I — up to and 
including 200 p-rn (parts per million); 
group II — from 200 through 2,000; 
group III — from 2,000 through 8),OOO; 
and group IV — greater than 20,000. 
These are examples of toxicity 
categories. Others include inhalation, 
eye effects and skin irritation. 
According to Ohio State University 
entomologists, all labels must have the 
required warning words and signs and 
precautionary statements or ac­ 
ceptable modifications relative to the 
toxicity category of the pesticide 
formulation. Every pesticide must be 
labeled “Keep Out Of Reach Of 
Children.” Other information required 
on the label denotes environmental 
hazards and physical or chemical 
hazards. 
Organophosphate type insecticides 
(examples 
— 
parathion 
and 
malathion) vary greatly in their 
toxicity and hazard to man. Many of 
the most toxic insecticides belong to 
this group. However, because they are

more readily broken down in the en­ 
vironment, some phosphate in­ 
secticides such as paration are now 
being used to replace many of the 
more persistent organochlorine (or 
chlorinated hydrocarbon) insecticides. 
Likewise, the carbamate insecticides

similar to the organophosphates in 
their toxicity range. 
Organochlorine insecticides are 
generally less hazardous to handle but,

general, 
herbicides 
and 
fungicides are less toxic than many of 
the other types of pesticides. One of the 
most widely used herbicides, 2,4-D, is 
only slightly toxic when fed to ex­ 
perimental animals. Practical use 
experience with 24-D has been good 
from the human health standpoint. The 
arsenical herbicides are not par­ 
ticularly hazardous by skin contact but 
are very toxic stomach poisons. 
The commonly used fungicides are 
riot particularly hazardous. Most cases 
of Fungicide poisonings have been 
associated with the manufacturing of 
organic mercury compounds, their use 
for treating seed or the eating of 
treated seed. Agricultural use of most 
organic methyl^nercury compounds 
was suspended in 1971-72 and the use of 
other organic mercury compounds is 
not under investigation.

Before Killing Frosts 
Stay tuned to your local weather 
station for date of first killing frost. 
You may want to save those best 
tomatoes to ripen in the house. 


Normally, the first frost is a light one 
and tomato and other plants may be 
protected by covering. However, when 
killing frosts come, it is best to harvest 
those tomatoes and dig those plants 
(house or annual) ahead of the frost 
that you want to save. 


The best tomatoes for storage are 
those harvested from healthy vines.

Silver Bridge Reopens 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - Two 
lanes of the Silver Memorial Bridge 
linking Point Pleasant with Kanauga, 
Ohio, will be reopened to traffic next 
week.

Wholesale prices increased in 
September by 0.5 percent, the biggest 
increase since April, and at an average 
annual rate of 6 percent. Tile major 
contributors to the increase were 
lumber and Wood which rose 4.4 
percent last month as housing demand 
continued. Fuels and power, non­ 
metallic minerals and transportation 
equipment were also up in price. 
Wholesale prices later show up in 
higher retail prices and so an increase 
rn consumer prices can be expected at 
a later date. 


Farm product prices in mid- 
September were down 2 percent from 
mid-August in Ohio. The index at 173 
percent of the 1967 yearly average 
compares to 203 percent for Sep­ 
tember, 1976. All crops declined 4 
percent with the largest drop in 
soybean prices of 9 percent or $.48 per 
bushel. Both com and wheat dropped 2 
cents during the month. Cora prices 
are the lowest since April, 1972. 
' Livestock and products rose I percent 
to a mid-September index of 182. The 
meat animal index was down 3 percent 
but dairy products and eggs and 
poultry were up 3 and 5 percent 
respectively. Hog prices were $2.90 per 
cwt. under August but up IO cents from 
one year ago. Beef cattie prices were 
50 cents higher than August and up 
$2.60 per cwt. from September, 1976. 


Food stamp participants, under 
provisions of the Food and Agriculture 
Act of 1977, will no longer be required 
to purchase coupons.

Reports from southwestern and 
western Ohio of com being refused 
because of Aflatoxin problems on the 
basis of a black light (ultraviolet light) 
test have reached Plant Pathologist

Ellett was quick to state that black 
light is only a presumptive test. It does 
not indicate the presence of aflatoxin. 
Samples of com that fluoresce a bright 
green yellow when exposed to so-called 
black light are reported as positive. 
Errors (false positives) occur when 
the black light is not used correctly or 
when the fluorescence is not in­ 
terpreted properly. In any event, even 
when used correctly, 
black light 
positive samples must be checked by a 
chemical procedure to determine if 
aflatoxin is actually present, Ellett 
says. 


Aflatoxin B1 is a potent toxin and 
carcinogen. The present FDS guideline 
is 20 parts per billion in all products for 
feed or food. 


Tests necessary for confirmation 
include the minicolumn (MC) and thin 
layer chromatorgraphy (TLC). Local 
Cooperative Extension Service Offices 
have a i*st of laboratories that may run 
these tests. Some feed mills and 
elevators have the capability for doing 
minicoluxnn tests. The minicolumn 
test is a relatively quick and simple 
test — 15 to 30 minutes. While both 
tests are for positive identification, 
only the TLC assay is quantitative. 


In testing in Ohio that Ellett is 
familiar with, black light positive 
samples have all been negative for 
aflatoxin, when assayed by MC, he 
says. 


Aflatoxin in com has not been a 
problem in Ohio in the past and there is 
no evidence of the problem (to Ellett's 
knowledge) in Ohio this year. 


Past experiences in the Midwest 
have been that field contamination of 
corn with aspergillus and aflatoxin is 
tare. The greater amount of invasion 
in storage occurs at temperatures 
over 75 degrees F and 18 per cent 
moisture. Aflatoxin can then occur in a 
short time, especially on damaged 
kernels. Invasion of com in the field, if 
it sltould occur in Ohio, would be most 
likely in areas where there has been 
severe drought stress and insect 
damage.

NEW YORK i AP) - The news from 
the monetary front is somewhat 
distressing. After big advances in the 
money supply in recent months, the 
Federal Reserve now feels it has 
overextended itself and must pull 
back. 
Too much money chasing too few 
goods leads to inflation, you see, or 
maybe you don’t. How can anyone 
today be convinced there is too much 
money? It’s like saying we have too 
many bullets for the number of enemy. 


But the monetary generals have 
studied this issue in depth, and the 
answer is a bit more complex than 
that. Inflation is a modem scourge. It 
is a foe that must always be watched. 
And to the Fed, the time to do so is 
now. 
This of course suggests some belt- 
tightening, and is even encouraging 
some fifth columnists to pronounce the 
onset of a period of relative austerity, 
perhaps even recession. It wouldn’t be 
the first time we have been led into 
recession. 
The Fed’s generalship has long been 
under fire by its critics who, among 
other things, maintain that any need 
for a pullback in the money supply at 
this time is primarily a consequence of 
the Fed’s earlier mismanagement. 
It is more the excesses of the Fed, 
they claim, than the excesses of the 
economy itself. They cite the realities: 
high unemployment, unused industrial 
capacity, capital-raising problems. All 
are hurt by a pullback. 
The generals of fiscal policy also are 
being barraged by criticism, mainly 
because of budget deficits and a belief 
by some congressional officers that 


incendiary socio-economic problems 
are cooled by spraying them with 
money. 
A feeling also exists, if you can judge 
from the dispatches by correspondents 
close to the fiscal battle, that un­ 
certainty, 
procrastination 
and 
sometimes equivocation can be 
detected in those leading the fight for 
economic peace. 
Some captains of industry, for in­ 
stance, maintain that government 
officials involved with economic 
strategy are more concerned with 
appeasing than fighting foreign 
competition, which they say is flooding 
the United States with below-cost 
goods. 
One of the most visible measures of 
this public displeasure with monetary 
and fiscal leadership is the stock 
market, where some big investors 
have almost ceased activity. That is 
the market’s most severe criticism. 
Reflecting this mood, the most 
popular indicator, the Dow Jones 
average of 30 blue chip industrial 
stocks, fell this week to its lowest level 
in almost two years, even though some 
sources claim many stocks are greatly 
undervalued. 
Battle-scarred veterans of previous 
monetary and fiscal battles maintain 
the situation these days is nothing new 
and that, in fact, we have faced the 
same dilemmas several times in the 
past decade. 
Though weary and wary, they 
nevertheless have been sending 
communiques urging patience and 
confidence, but those receiving the 
messages seem to be saying that 
words cannot substitute for action in 
the war against inflation. 
They'll Do It Every Time

stimulating,” said Dr. Kagan, “ he will 
not reach that stage until he is con­ 
siderably older.” 
What “ interesting things” should a 
baby be exposed to in the first three 
months of life? A mobile floating above 
the crib will, of course, amuse and help 
him focus his eyes. And any toys that 
make 
interesting 
sounds 
when 
squeezed will keep him alert. Toys 
with different textures, to activate his 
sense of touch; toys that rotate, spin or 
move to 
make him reach out in 
curiosity. 
But the most important stimulant of 
all, said Dr. Kagan, is the interacting 
between baby and parent. 
“ It’s not an accident that the one 
thing in the world that will make an 
infant smile and babble is another 
human being.” 
And when the baby grows up into a 
child, warns another specialist in 
growth development, parents must be 
wary not to quash the good rapport 
that was established when he was in 
his helpless infancy. 
“ The largest minority in this country 
— the largest group of second class 
citizens’ — are not our blacks, or our 
aged, or our females — but our own 
children,” Dr. Thomas Gordon said. 
“ There is a tendency for people to 
think that we have been permissive 
with our youngsters. But we have 
found the opposite to be true. There are 
very few dominant children. When a 
conflict arises in the home, most 
American parents move in with all 
their power and quash their kids.” 
Dr. Gordon, an authority of parent- 
child behavior, told me he feels very 
strongly that this is wrong. “ It’s so 
paradoxical 
that

‘democracy,’ yet children rarely 
experience real democracy in our 
basically authoritarian homes — or in 
schools, or Boy Scouts, or varsity 
football teams or little Leagues. 
“ The philosophy is shot through our 
society that, in a power struggle, the 
big guy wins.” 
Parents, he said, should open the 
doors to negotiations with their 
youngsters, rather than putting the 
foot down. "Children come up with 
creative solutions to family conflicts if 
they’re allowed to enter into friendly 
discussions. Industry is way ahead of 
the family in understanding that it 
can’t use authoritarian techniques and 
have happy workers. What it comes 
down (or up) to is that parents must 
learn to apply the common principles 
of decency with children. We would 
never dare talk to other human beings 
the way we talk to our kids, would we,

Soviet Bombers Try 
To Confuse U.S. Radar 
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WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Soviet 
reconnaissance bombers operating off 
the East Coast have tried for the first 
time to confuse the U.S. air defense 
radar watching their movements, 
Pentagon sources report.

can interfere with radar beams and 
thus foil detection. 
Alerted, American air defense of­ 
ficials sent up four F I06 fighter- 
interceptors from Atlantic City, N.J., 
and Otis Air Force Base, Mass., as a 
precaution. 
The Tu-95D Bears were intercepted 
and kept under surveillance by a Navy 
P3 antisubmarine patrol plane out of 
Bermuda. 
“ The Bears returned to Havana 
after making three passes within about 
1,000 feet of the destroyer Spruance,” 
the sources said. 
The Russians obviously are in­ 
terested in getting as much in­ 
formation as possible on the new 
Spruance class of destroyers, which 
could pose a major problem for Soviet 
submarines in the future. 
The United States is building a fleet 
of 30 of the fast 7,600-ton destroyers, 
also designed to escort convoys, 
support amphibious landings and 
bombard shore targets.

Too much money chasing too few 
goods leads to inflation, you see, or 
maybe you don’t. How can anyone 
today be convinced there is too much 
money? It’s like saying we have too 
many bullets for the number of enemy. 


But the monetary generals have 
studied this issue in depth, and the 
answer is a bit more complex than 
that. Inflation is a modem scourge. It 
is a foe that must always be watched. 
And to the Fed, the time to do so is 
now. 
This of course suggests some belt- 
tightening, and is even encouraging 
some fifth columnists to pronounce the 
onset of a period of relative austerity, 
perhaps even recession. It wouldn’t be 
the first time we have been led into 
recession. 
The Fed’s generalship has long been 
under fire by its critics who, among 
other things, maintain that any need 
for a pullback in the money supply at 
this time is primarily a consequence of 
the Fed’s earlier mismanagement. 
It is more the excesses of the Fed, 
they claim, than the excesses of the 
economy itself. They cite the realities: 
high unemployment, unused industrial 
capacity, capital-raising problems. All 
are hurt by a pullback. 
The generals of fiscal policy also are 
being barraged by criticism, mainly 
because of budget deficits and a belief 
by some congressional officers that 


incendiary socio-economic problems 
are cooled by spraying them with 
money. 
A feeling also exists, if you can judge 
from the dispatches by correspondents 
close to the fiscal battle, that un­ 
certainty, 
procrastination 
and 
sometimes equivocation can be 
detected in those leading the fight for 
economic peace. 
Some captains of industry, for in­ 
stance, maintain that government 
officials involved with economic 
strategy are more concerned with 
appeasing than fighting foreign 
competition, which they say is flooding 
the United States with below-cost 
goods. 
One of the most visible measures of 
this public displeasure with monetary 
and fiscal leadership is the stock 
market, where some big investors 
I lave almost ceased activity. That is 
the market’s most severe criticism. 
Reflecting this mood, the most 
popular indicator, the Dow Jones 
average of 30 blue chip industrial 
stocks, fell this week to its lowest level 
rn almost two years, even though some 
sources claim many stocks are greatly 
undervalued. 
Battle-scarred veterans of previous 
monetary and fiscal battles maintain 
the situation these days is nothing new 
and that, in fact, we have faced the 
same dilemmas several times in the 
past decade. 
Though weary and wary, they 
nevertheless have been sending 
communiques urging patience and 
confidence, but those receiving the 
messages seem to be saying that 
words cannot substitute for action in 
the war against inflation.

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vegetable until his third 
or fourth 
month of life is decidedly disputed by 
Kagan’s findings. 
“Within a few days of birth,” he 
said, “The baby can see things happen 
and can, in fact, make them happen. 
And he can adapt. He is not as in­ 
sensitive to what goes on around him 
as people long have thought him to be. 
In the first few months, therefore, he 
needs not only love and affection but 
interesting things to see, to do, to hear 
and to feel. His mother and father 
should be there to provide op­ 
portunities for him to respond, to 
move, to manipulate and to explore.” 
If the parents provide him with these 
opportunities, a baby will become 
sensitive to novelty and interaction 
with people and toys at approximately 
eight weeks of age. 
If parents, on the other hand, merely 
cuddle and coo, the infant will progress 
at a much slower rate. “If the en­ 
vironment 
is 
bland 
and 
un- 
stimulating,” said Dr. Kagan, “he will 
not reach that stage until he is con­ 
siderably older.” 
What “interesting things” should a 
baby be exposed to in the first three 
months of life? A mobile floating above 
the crib will, of course, amuse and help 
him focus his eyes. And any toys that 
make 
interesting 
sounds when 
squeezed will keep him alert. Toys 
with different textures, to activate his 
sense of touch; toys that rotate, spin or 
move to 
make him reach out in 
curiosity. 
But the most important stimulant of 
all, said Dr. Kagan, is the interacting 
between baby and parent. 
“It’s not an accident that the one 
thing in the world that will make an 
infant smile and babble is another 
human being.” 
And when the baby grows up into a 
child, warns another specialist in 
growth development, parents must be 
wary not to quash the good rapport 
that was established when he was in 
his helpless infancy. 
“Tile largest minority in this country 
— the largest group of ‘second class 
citizens’ — are not our blacks, or our 
aged, or our females — but our own 
children,” Dr. Thomas Gordon said. 
“There is a tendency for people to 
think that we have been permissive 
with our youngsters. But we have 
found the opposite to be true. There are 
very few dominant children. When a 
conflict arises in the home, most 
American parents move in with all 
their power and quash their kids.” 
Dr. Gordon, an authority of parent- 
child behavior, told me he feels very 
strongly that this is wrong. “It’s so 
paradoxical that 
we 
live 
in 
a 
‘democracy,’ yet children rarely 
experience real democracy in our 
basically authoritarian homes — or in 
schools, or Boy Scouts, or varsity 
football teams or Little Leagues. 
“The philosophy is shot through our 
society that, in a power struggle, the 
big guy wins.” 
Parents, he said, should open the 
doors to negotiations with their 
youngsters, rather than putting the 
foot down. “Children come up with 
creative solutions to family conflicts if 
they’re allowed to enter into friendly 
discussions. Industry is way ahead of 
the family in understanding that it 
can’t use authoritarian techniques and 
have happy workers. What it comes 
down (or up) to is that parents must 
learn to apply the common principles 
of decency with children. We would 
never dare talk to other human beings 
the way we talk to our kids, would we, 
without making enemies...? ”

I have tried 
hearing aids, without any benefit. My 
life is unbearable. You are my last 
hope. Do you have any ideas of where I 
might go to find any help? I’m at the 
end of my rope. 
Mr. T.K., Ark. 
Dear Mr. K.: 
Only those afflicted with such 
marked deafness can really un­ 
derstand the magnitude of silence. For 
deafness is a lonely world, a humorless 
world, a world bereft of many of the 
joys of living. The chances are great 
that you have sensori-neural, or nerve, 
deafness. Many new and remarkable 
electronic devices are now being in­ 
planted in the brain, in an effort to 
liberate the deaf from their prison of 
silence. 
A new and exciting program is now 
being tried too. Dogs are being 
specially trained as “hearing ear” 
dogs, in a measure resembling the 
“seeing eye” dogs for the blind. This 
program, started by the Minnesota 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty, 
has been expanded by the American 
Humane Association of Denver. There 
are about 21 dogs who have graduated 
from the progran and are now being 
effectively used to help the deaf in 
daily chores and to protect them from 
the potential hazards of being deaf. 
So successful is the program that 
thee are hundreds of people who are 
applying for the “hearing Ear” dogs, 


in the hope that they can be eman­ 
cipated from the shackles of deafness. 
Both of these organizations can be 
contacted directly. 


We are six friends, aged 25 to 28, who 
have been taking birth control pills. 
Four of the women became pregnant 
after stopping the pill. Two of us have 
stopped taking the pill for 13 months. 
Neither one of us have become 
pregnant, and we’re getting anxious. I 
dread undergoing tests and con­ 
sultations for this problem. How long 
should we wait? My husband, 
especially, would be humiliated to 
have to undergo any tests.

Dear Mrs. X.: 
I suppose that your giving no 
signature and no state further em­ 
phasizes your immature point of view. 
Certainly, the doctor who recom­ 
mended the contraceptive pill to begin 
with should be consulted about such a 
significant matter. There is no single 
rule that states how soon after the pill 
has been discontinued that pregnancy 
should follow. There are too many 
variables in that equation that must be 
known. 


You and your husband should 
maturely seek the guidance of a 
gynecologist and find out if there are 
any reasons for the delay of 
pregnancy. 
Soviet Bombers Try 
To Confuse U.S. Radar 


A nightingale is a type of thrush. 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Soviet 
reconnaissance bombers operating off 
the East Coast have tried for the first 
time to confuse the U.S. air defense 
radar watching their movements, 
Pentagon sources report. 
The Russian effort to interfere with 
the radar apparently failed, the 
sources said. 
In the incident four days ago, two 
Russian Tu-95D bombers flying out of 
Cuba inspected and apparently 
photographed one of the latest U.S. 
destroyers as it was sailing in in­ 
ternational waters off Boston. 
The Soviet planes reportedly 
dropped chaff — metallic strips that 
can interfere with radar beams and 
thus foil detection. 
Alerted, American air defense of­ 
ficials sent up four F106 fighter- 
interceptors from Atlantic City, N.J., 
and Otis Air Force Base, Mass., as a 
precaution. 
The Tu-95D Bears were intercepted 
and kept under surveillance by a Navy 
P3 antisubmarine patrol plane out of 
Bermuda. 
“The Bears returned to Havana 
after making three passes within about 
1,000 feet of the destroyer Spruance,” 
the sources said. 
The Russians obviously are in­ 
terested in getting as much in­ 
formation as possible on the new 
Spruance class of destroyers, which 
could pose a major problem for Soviet 
submarines in the future. 
The United States is building a fleet 
of 30 of the fast 7,600-ton destroyers, 
also designed to escort convoys, 
support amphibious landings and 
bombard shore targets. 
U.S. reconnaissance planes take 
photographs and gather other forms of 
intelligence on Soviet fleet units in the 
Mediterranean and other waters. 
Pentagon officials are uncertain 
whether the Tu-95s flew from Havana 
specifically to look at the Spruance or 
whether the Russian planes were out to 
photograph “targets of opportunity.” 
Some senior American officers are 
known to be concerned about the 
boldness of Soviet aircraft in 
maneuvering within the U.S. air 
defense zone. 
Pentagon sources said there has 
been 
a 
flurry 
of 
Soviet 
air 
reconaiasance activity in the Atlantic 
recently. They reported that Tu-OGe 
flew near a Navy task force headed by 
the carrier America east of Bermuda 
early this month. 
Last April, a Tu-96 evaded air 
defense radar and penetrated closer 
than ever before to the East Coast, 


reaching the vicinity of four U.S. 
warships engaged in training exer­ 
cises from 60 to 75 miles off North 
Carolina. 
In that incident, the Bears retreated 
after two Amel lean F4 Phantom jet 
fighters were scrambled after them.

Rep. Richard T. Hanna was indicted 
Friday on federal charges of bribery, 
fraud and conspiracy stemming from 
alleged South Korean efforts to buy

Hanna, a California Democrat who 
served in the House from 1963 through 
1974, was the first ex-congressman to 
be indicted in the Justice Department 
probe of alleged attempts by South 
Koreans to ply members of Congress 
with cash and other favors in exchange 
for actions favorable to the South 
Korean government. 
A federal grand jury in U.S. District 
Court in Washington returned the 
indictment charging Hanna with one 
count of conspiracy, three counts of 
bribery, one count of failing to register 
as a foreign agent, and 35 counts of 
mail fraud. 
The indictment named Tongsun 
Park, the one-time Washington 
businessman who has now returned to 
Seoul, as an unindicted co-conspirator. 
Park already has been indicted on 
similar charges and has so far refused 
to return to the United States to face 
trial.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — When Mike 
Torrez comes down from the clouds 
following his strong World Series 
pitching performance Friday night, he 
will have to face the fact that it may 
have been his swan song with the New 
York Yankees. 
“ No, that didn’t really cross my 
mind,” the tall right-hander said after 
hurling a seven-hit, nine-strikeout 5-3 
triumph over the Los Angeles Dodgers 
that gave the Yankees a 2-1 Series 
lead. 
Torrez, acquired from the Oakland 
A’s in an April trade, is the Yankees’ 
only unsigned player. And unless the 
Series goes to a sixth game, Torrez will 
view the rest of it from the dugout 
bench. 
“ It’s been on my mind all season 
that I’ve been playing without a 
contract,” he said. “ But I try not to 
really think about it. It’s up to my 
agent and Mr. Steinbrenner (Yankee 
owner George Steinbrenner).” 
Torrez’ agent, Gary Walker, has 
another negotiating session scheduled 
today with Yankee officials. 
For three innings, it appeared that 
Torrez might be an ex-Yankee any 
minute. He squirmed out of trouble in 
the first and second innings but served 
up a game tying threerun homer to 
Dusty Baker with two out in the third. 
“ I got mad after that and I started 
getting my slider down,” he said. “I 
felt more confident in my breaking 
pitches and it started right after he hit 
the home run.

He and Hope had just completed 
contract details for a new picture with 
Miss Lamour, “The Road to the 
Fountain of Youth.” 
His first wife, actress Dixie Lee, died 
in 1952. They had four sons, Gary, 
twins Phillip and Dennis, and Lindsay. 
In 1957 he married beauty queen and 
Param ount film actress Kathryn 
Grant, who at 23 was 30 years his 
junior. The couple had two sons, Harry 
Jr. and Nathaniel, and a daughter, 
Mary Frances. 
Crosby’s given name was Harry 
Lillis. He was bom May 2, 1904, in 
Tacoma, Wash., one of seven children. 
His brother Bob also was in show 
business, a bandleader-singer. Crosby 
said he got the name Bing as a child 
from a comic strip character. 
His far-flung business enterprises 
included oil wells, distribution rights 
for frozen orange juice, a 25,000-acre 
cattle ranch near Elko, Nev., and Bing 
Crosby Enterprises, which marketed 
everything from television films to toy 
dogs.
